Slain by Crazed Husband

A 
former 
resident 
of 
Kennett 
Square 
shot 
and killed his wife and wounded his 
brother-in-law Wednesday night in 
the letter’s farmhouse near Har- 
mersville. New Jersey, eight miles 
below Salem. 
The dead woman was Mrs. Eliza­ 
beth Turner. 42, and her husband. 
now* in the Salem county Jail, is 
William H. Turner, three years her 
senior. 
The man who was wounded 
is William Emmet, Jr., Mrs. Turn­ 
er's brother. 
Emmel, though wounded in the 
left arm by a bullet from a .32 cali­ 
bre 
revolver 
with 
which 
Turner 
made 
the 
assault, 
succeeded 
hi 
felling his brother-in-law by strik­ 
ing him over the head with the 
barrel of a rifle. 
He then lifted 
Turner's unconscious form into his 
automobile and drove into Salem. 
A witness to the tragedy was the 
Turners’ oldest daughter, Constance, 
20, who vias summoned with her 
mother and Emmel into the parlor 
of the farmhouse by Turner when 
he appeared there about 6 p. rn.
